Although  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Circular 
30/^4  in  April  called  for  the  resumption  of  slum  clearance  as  a 
matter  of  urgency,  the  figures  above  will  show  that  less  action  was 
taken  last  year  in  this  matter  than  during  the  preceding  year.  In 
1954  only  54  houses  were  inspected  ( Il4  inspections  being  made) 
as  against  216  (369)  in  the  previous  year.  This  was  principally 
due  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  being  engaged  on  additional  duties 
as  Waterworks  Manager,  Whilst  it  is  hoped  that  more  progress  in 
this  respect  will  be  made  during;  1954,  inspections  carried  out 
will  be  rendered  useless  unless  the  Council  provides  (and  is 
permitted  to  provide)  further  Council  houses  to  accommodate  persons 
displaced  from  unfit  dwellings.

The  present  indications  are  that  property  ovmers  are  not  taking 
the  opportunity  presented  by  this  Act  to  increase  the  rents  of  their 
property  and,  incidentally,  carrying  out  the  essential  repairs  to 
enable  them  to  do  so. 

The  amendment  of  Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act  1936  by  the  above- 
mentioned  Act,  has  withdrawn  the  power  of  a  Local  Authority  to 
enforce  necessary  repairs  in  any  but  the  worst  property,  . 

It  follows  that  unless  the  landlord  is  given  greater  inducement 
to  effect  repairs  voluntarily,  or  a  Local  Authority  can  again  have 
power  to  see  that  propert3r  is  made  ’in  all  respects  fit’,  a  further 
deterioration  of  existing  propertjr  is  to  be  anticipated  until  its 
condition  becomes  so  bad  that  the  I,ocal  Authority  can  enforce  repairs 
or  demolition.

It  will  be  noted  that  41  new  Council  houses  were  completed 
during  the  year  compared  with  55  in  the  preceding  year  and  that 
52  families  were  re-housed  compared  v/ith  77  in  1953*

An  increasing  number  of  oivners  have  taken  advantage  of  the 
grants  made  under  the  Housing  Act  1949  for  the  improvement  of 
properties.  As  anticipated  in  the  last  Report  the  upper  financial 
limit  to  the  cost  of  works  was  removed  (without  affecting  the 
maximum  amount  of  grant)  and  this  has  encouraged  more  applications* 

Nevertheless,  the  response  to  the  provisions  of  the  1954  Act 
have  been  disappointing  and  the  indications  are  that,  whilst  some 
of  the  larger  property  owners  may  improve  some  of  their  unfit 
property  by  means  of  a  grant,  the  majority  of  the  applicants  for 
grants  are  ovmer  occupiers  who  are  not  applicants  for  Council 
accommodation.  It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  whilst  the 
availabilit3r  of  improvement  grants  may  save  some  unfit  houses  from 
demolition,  they  are  not  likely  to  materially  effect  the  need  for 
additional  Council  house  accommodation  in  the  district,  particularly 
accommodation  of  a  type  most  suitable  for  old  people.
